many voters reside itx that Ward. More than 
one hundred were challenged off', who dared 
not swear in their votes. 
One swore in his 


vole three times, the Board helplessly receiv- 
ing it, because he swore it in. 
Tho Boarc 


has no alternative, but to receive n vote the 
first time a mtm offers it, imd swears to hi 
right. But the law does not contemplate the 
right of any mnn to swear in his vote more 
than once, at the same election. Otherwise 
a man might stand and swear in his vote from 
morning till night, and vote a thousand times 
at one election, if he could »o through the 
process of an oath so often. 
And the Bonn 


in the First Ward, decided, in principle, tha 
this might be done, by allowing the same mar 
to swear in his vote twice in an hour, accord 
ing to their own testimony. 


We saw loads driven up to the polls ant 


challenged off, sometimes one or two, and ol 
tentimes not any of them daring to swear ii 
their \ote. 
And these men, in every instance 


where their votes were seen before or af 
ter offering to vote, had Elmorc votes in the! 
hand. 
The men who voted for Sir. Durkce, 


were not of the class who would destroy the 
pmity of elections, for the sake of a political 
victory. 


In the Third Ward, part of the Board were 


in favor of taking the votes pn:tt\ much in 
the lump, but Alderman Button—to his honor 
we name it—i ejected i\t once, tho?e he knew 
hud no right to vote ; in one iii.-tfince stating 
that the man, whose vote one of his colleagues 
wished to receive, came to his house on his 
first landing here, a few weeks ago, and ask- 
ed employment. We predict that Alderman 
Button will bo superseded by a move pliant 
politician. 
We can only add, that the same 


game was attempted to be plajed, with more 
or loss success, at all the polls in this county. 


The suppression of illegal voting is n mat- 


er which concerns all honest men. Because, 
f the legal voters may be ovcrboneby a troop 
of illeyul loter.s, imported from anolhcr ward 
or town, the right of suffrage becomes a farce, 
and an election is resolved into a strife be- 
tween lawless and corrupt men, aa to who can 
buy up mid import the greatest number of 
scamps, with money nnd grog.
